war secretary disclosed that the ship- 
ping board, the navy department, the 
war department, and the department 
of commerce had agreed, with the ap- 
proval of President Wilson, upon a 
policy to be followed in connection 
with the former German ships which 
contemplated the building up of, an 
army transport reserve. He said ves- 
sels released to the shipping board 
for the service indicated in the agree- 
ment vrere released "with the under- 
standing that they are subject to im- 
mediate withdrawal in case of an 
emergency for use as transports." 


Bids on the liners, which include 


the famous Leviathan, were received 
up to and Including January 20, and 
were considered today by the shipping 
board directors. 
In all, 12 tenders 


were received. One of these was for 
the entire group of ships, and another 
for a large proportion of the vessels. 
After the meeting of the directors to- 
day, Chairman Payne said he was not 
prepared to make any statement re- 
garding action of the board on the 
bids.

city 
government,

Takes Telephone to Bed With Him— 
No Time to See Former President ef 
the Republic, He Sends Him to M. 
Clemeneeau—Deputies Tell Stories 
ef How Cabinet Chief Dees Busi- 
ness. 


It seems to be the fashion In France, 


nowadays, to dispute the origin of mas- 
terpfeces, and lately the columns of 
the leading papers have been animated 
with letters from wise men on the sub- 
ject of the authenticity of Moliere's 
plays. Some claim that certain of the 
works of France's greatest playwright 
are in reality from the hand of Cor- 
nellle. The next question In order 
would seem to be, "Who wrote Cor- 
nellle's plays?" Without going Into 
the intricacies of a literary discussion, 
which m the present crisis might be 
deemed beside the mark. It Is perhaps 
permissible to Inquire if the political 
accomplishments of M. Clemeneeau 
are really to be credited to his genius 
or if they are inspired by another 
brain than his, for Instance, that of 
St. Mandel, writes Julian Harris in 
the New York Herald. 


A few months ago one of the most 


Influential of the deputies «ent to rec- 
ommend one of his electors to the head 
of Mr. Clemenceau's cabinet, tor. *fan- 
del, who since his election as deputy 
has been succeeded by Mr. Wormser, 
received him In his office, Cow a his- 
toric spot, seated before a small desk, 
no less historic, the sole ornament of 
which Is a standard telephone. Al- 
most before the deputy could make 
known the object of his visit, Mr. Man- 
del took charge of the conversation, 
and ouf of the depths of his collar, in 
his well-known manner, began to un- 
fold the Ideas of the government on 
the question of the order of the day 
at the Palais-Bourbon. 
/ 


Keeps Former President Waiting. 
In the midst of his remarks a mes- 


senger came in and handed the emi- 
nent chief of .Clemenceau's personal 
cabinet the card of a visitor. Annoyed 
at the interruption, Mr. Mandel with 
a weary gesture inquired, "What does 
this person want?" 


Before the messenger could hazard 


a reply the card was returned to him 
with the following instructions:—'1 
have no time for him. Take this card 
to M. Clemeneeau, president of the 
council." 


The messenger bowed and withdrew 


and Mr. Mandel continued his mono- 
logue. Bat in a few moments the 
messenger' returned with the news 
that the caller Insisted upon seeing the 
chief of the personal cabinet himself. 
The latter shrugged his shoulders as 
he replied: "Let him wait" 


Upon which he again took up the 


thread of his discourse. The deputy 
listened, approved, and finally recom- 
mended his elector, as he withdrew 
from the chiefs presence. On hut way 
out he noticed In the small waiting 
room, seated near the door of Mr. Han- 
del's office. M. Emile Loubet, former 
president of the French republic, pa- 
tiently waiting the pleasure of the 
chief of cabinet 


In the meantime another deputy, 


equally influential, was ushered into 
Mr. Mandel's 
office. 
The latter 


harangued him as he had done his fel- 
low member, and the messenger again 
interrupted, this time with a letter. 


"With your permission," said the 


chief of cabinet, as he broke the seal 
and read the missive. Then turning 
to the messenger, "Tell him that I have 
not a moment to spare, and hand him 
this from me." And he gave the man 
a small box which he took ont of one 
ot the drawers of the historic desk. 


Never Sleeps, Eats er Drink*. 


A few moments later the deputy 


noticed in the waiting room a little 
old man who was offering some cigars 
from the box which had been sent him 
to the employees of trie office. As he 
did so he kept repeating to the mes- 
senger. "Tell monsieur that he la »ery 
kind, very kind indeed. 


"Who 
Is that roan?" asked the dep- 


uty when the little old man had gone 
his way. The imperturbable messenger 
replied, "That Is Mr. Rothschild, Mr. 
Mantlet's father."

DESIGNED BY WOMAN 


Invention Used in War Was 


Planned by Mrs. J. B. Gar- 


ner of Pittsburgh. 


It Is claimed that the first gas mask 


based upon the use of charcoal for the 
absorption of highly poisonous gasea 
from the atmosphere, the prlnc'ile 
which in actual practice was so valu- 
able to the armies in the world war, 
was made by the late Mrs. J. B. Gar- 
ner »f Pittsburgh, Pa. This statement 
Is made at the Mellon Institute of Re- 
search at Pittsburgh. 


Mra. Garner, wife of the director of 


research of an Important natural gas 
company there, became interested In 
the experiments her husband was con- 
ducting with the gases which at that 
time, early la 1915, had appeared on 
the battlefield of Europe. When the 
principle was once established, the In 
stltute declared, Mrs. Garner designed 
and made gaa masks of the canister 
type, and In June, 1915. they were 
handed over to the representatires In 
America of the British government 
They were sent to England, and from 
this first design other gas masks were 
made. 


When the United States entered the 


war, 
full detail* of the experimental 


work and all apparatus that had been 
employed were supplied to the govern- 
ment.
